CHIEF OF POLICE 
HERRON 

ViaiNOFHDRDERODS AS- 
SAULT 

BY NEGRO RE HAD UNDER ARREST 
On Last Sonday AftcuMi. 

On last Sunday afternoon Chief ot 
Police Luther E. Herron Was the victim 
of a murderoaa assault at the hands of 
Robert Strai«e. or Boheri Underwood, 
aa ha ia frsysatly eaOadt -Md which 
ki dto- CMef ferMag two 
dangerooa piatol wounds, one in the 
hesd. the other in his body. 

The details of the affair are meager, 
those who are supposed to have witness- 
ed the affair being reluctant to talk. 
Mr. Herron because of his serious con- 
dition has not iMen allowed to give his 
versioaof tiM aftdr, hot the facts 
whick we iuwia aaeaiid flraaa a laBable 
aie as follows: Jane Brown a 
colored woman came up town on Sun- 
day afternoon and requested Chief 
Herron to go to the "Chute" and ar- 
rest another negro, said to have been 
John Gibbs, and whom she alleged bad 
struck her daughter in tiM OVa. When 
Mr. Herron reached tlie aeoM of the 
aUeged trooMe Kohart niiai^ii, who 
with a number of otksr aacroaa was 
present, engaged in an altercation 
with him, wlien the Chief attempted 
to arrest him and he ran, Mr. Herron 
drew his revolver and commanded him 
to halt, which he did; tbe Chief then 
proceeded up the alley leading from the 
Buckeye pilM to the 
Strange 
to lodge him in jail. 
When near the suble of Mr. W. B. 
Ball, Strange attempted to wrench 
loose from Herron and the latter drew 
his pistol and struck him over the head 
with it ia an effort to sobdoe him; they 
engaffsd ia a aeafl^ aad ia aoaw inex- 

lavulf fknn the ' oAears graap and 

turned a murderous fire upon him, the 
first shot striking him in the temple 
and going completely through his head, 
the Chief crumpled in a heap and the 
infuriated negro continued to discharge 
tbe weapaa a( hfa iaaakaate body. 
Three akato weak «ad, kat 
penetrated Mr. Harroa'a left 
lightly above the heart, mt luddly 
ranged upward producing a wound that 
will not prove serious according to his 
physicians, the ballet was extracted 
beneath the shoulder bladn The negro 
was heard lo remsrk after emptying 
hi» revolver "all thaftkaapa aM from 
uakw yaa ri^kon ii that I k8««a.t 
another load for thia piatol". He then 
made for the jail carrying the pistol 
with him, waving it above his head and 
warning everyone to keep away from 
him. 

When he reached the jail he made 
the statement, so wa are informed, that 
"he had killed Latkar Batiaa, if you 
want MaiRa dam *an ki tta alley 
and get Mas." Tka to«(a win pneti- 
cally uninjored. 

The wound through Mr. Herron's 
head is a dangerous one, and it is mi- 
raodoas that be was not killed instant- 
ly, the bullet passed below the base of 
the brain and above the optic nerve, 
and had it darfartad iraai ite eoaraa the 
f raethMMl part of aa iadi, it would 
have resulted in eitiier instant death 
or total blindness. As it is, barring 
complications, the Chief will survive 
this murderous attempt on his life. 
He is a man of wonderful vitality and 
an iron nerve, and he steadfaatly 
maintaina that he w&l gn well, and 
this determination will aid Mai BMrtari- 
ally in his struggle. He is reeeiving 
every possible attention, a nurse being 
constantly in attendence and every 
thing known to medical skill is being 
done to aid hib recovery, and unless 
the unforseen should come to pass, he 
has a good chance to aorvive hia injur- 
ies. 

It ia a aaarea of tke dispsat lagret 
in liotk town and eoanty tliat tlda fear- 
less officer should become the victim 
of such a murderous assault, and hun- 
dreds of inquiries from both white and 
black are made every hour of the day 
as to his condition. 

Mr. Herron has made a aplendid of- 
ficer, aad aaida fram tUa ka ia a 
popidar man, Uked iff -aB. aad it is 
sincerely hoped dwk ito wtmr aervive 
his injuries and may soon be able to 
resume his duties. Tbe council met on 
Monday night and selected Mr. Jack 
Adams to serve ais Chief of Police until 
such time as Mr, HafnaTaMp ka able 
to reanme hia dut>aa.

AftMT Bradley's nm with Aldrich 
ever the t-tmat tihneei to, he had no 
ireat local adventam wlH the time 
came for the passage of the Cantrill 

Tobacco Statistics Bill through the 
Senate, Mr. Cantrill, a Democratic 
Representative, had fathered this and 
passed it through the House, and he 
and the tobacco growers of the State 
reptesaatedto Senator Bradley their 
intewot in hmrimg it paesed tfuwngfa the 
Senate. In thoee days the Republicans 
held the Senate majority, and so Sena- 
tor Bradley was selected to pilot the 
measure. Republicans from Connecti- 
cut and Pennsylvania, leaders of his 
party, informed the Kentuckian of their 
opposition. It made no impression on 
bim. They told him Kentnr ky Demo- 
crats (so they styled the growers) 
would profit and Pennsylvania and 
Connecticut Republican manutactnrers 
would contribute that profit. 

"All the more reason for passing it, 
if it will help Kentuckians," said 
Bradliv. Pei^roo^, chainnan of the 
FfawBee Osanritloe and Bradley's 
titular leader, served notice that he 
would not permit the bill to pass.

After the close of the war he return- 
ed home and at once assumed a place 
of prominence in the affairs of his na- 
tiyacooBty. He was elaetad Magis- 
trate, aad aanrad twa tenaa aa eounty 
clerk of his county, and waa ever a 
wise counsellor, whose advice was 
sought and valued upon all matters 
pertaining to the welfare of the com- 
munity. 

In 1807 he was married to Miss Eliza- 
beth Gordon Leavell, a daughter of the 
late Jolui Y. Leavdl. and five yeara 
ago this lovtec helpmate preceded him 
to the grave. 

He is survived by three daughters. 
Mrs. J. B. Jennings of Tulsa Okla., 
and Misses Jane and Mary Doty of 
Lancaster, and by four sons, Eld G. 
Doty of Pecos Tex. and Meaars Will, 
Alex and Charlea Doty of thia place.

This is but justice to Mr. Scalf. and 
he is correct in his statement that his 
hands are tied and he is rendered 
powerless by the refusal or failure of 
the citizens to furnish him any informa- 
tion which they may be in posse srion 
of that woald tend to the coavictiea of 
peraoas haviag haan caBty af viafauion 
of the laws. 

That titere has been violations of 
these laws, we have no doubt, there 
are too many persistent rumors atloat 
to this effect for there not to be any 
truth in some of them, and it is common 
juatice-to Mr. Scalf and to the offended 
law, that aay dtisea haviag cogdnnce 
of theae violationa ahoald apprise him 
of them.

Beginning tomorrow, June 12th, the 
new automobile law passed by the 1914 
Legislature becomes effective. 

The law forbida the driviag at any 
veliicle at a apoad greater tbaa ia "reas 
onable aad proper." Tha fdlowing are 
limits placed as "reasonable and prop- 
er," any greater being prima facie evi 
dence of unreasonable and improper 
speed. In closely built-up sections of 
incorporated cities, ten miles an hour 
in residence districts, fifteen miles an 
hour; highways oataide of the boainess 
and reaidance aecthm. twenty aiilea an 
hour. On a enrve, comer or croMing, 
where the operator's view iaobstrncted, 
eight miles an hour is the limit. 

A driver must come to a full stop in 
passing a frightened horse or near 
street car taking on or discharging pas- 
sengers. Any city may. however, pass 
traffic lawa that piace the apeed limits 
lower than the atatnto. 

The framera of the law were gener- 
ous in providing fines and equally un 
selfish in finding acts which can bt 
punished. Some of the law infractions 
and their penalties are: 

Fine of SIO for fictitious chauffeur's 
badge. 

Fine of $15 for employer of unli- 
censed cfaaoffear. 

Fine of |10 for unlicenaed dumffear, 

Fine of $15 to |50 for intoxicated op- 
erator for motor vehicle. 

Fines of $10 to$100 for use of licti. 
tious automobile licenses. 

Fine of $15 to $100 for person under 
aixtoen who drivea ^ withoat parent 

Caacallatka of vehicle Hemmt for 
owner who faila to report diacharge of 

chauffeur because of dmnkeneas- 

Two to five years in the penitentiary 
for taking machine without owner's 
consent. 

Forfeiture of chatt'eur's license on 
conviction for drunkenness. 

Fine of 910 to $60 for violation of aqy 
section not specifically aaoaMrated. 
This may be aiigaisnhid hf five to thir- 
ty days in jail. 

The new license price follow: 

For vehicles and twenty-five horse 
power or less, $6; between twenty-five 
and fifty, $11, and above fifty horse 
power, 9n. A matoreytle r sgi staytl sa 
feeisfS. 

The examination for ehaalfears to 

establish their right to Ueoaasa aro to 
be held as follows; 

Louisville, first Monday in December? 
Lexington, first Monday in February. 
Haysville, first Monday in April; Bowl- 
ing Green, first Maaday is Jaly; Pa- 
ducah, first Maa day in Sapteaabar, aad 
Covington, firat liondav in May.' 

Until then the Commiadoner of 
tor Vehicles at Frankfort wiH havs tha 
right to issue licenses.
